The following Draft of a proposed Act was 
read in Council for the first time on the 318 of 
January 1851. 


Act No. or 1851. 
To amend Act XX. \841 for the administration 
of personal Estate of deneased persons. 


For amendment and extension of the power to 
grant Certificates of Administration of the personal 
Estate of deceased persons under Act XX. 1841, 
Jt is enacted as follows £ 

1. In the case of disputes among persons, 
jointly entitled to be proprietors of any Securi- 
ties of the British Indian Government, as the 
represcntatives of any deceased person, the Dis- 
trict or Zillah Judge, whenever sufficient cause 
shall be shewn to him by any such persons, and 
on the request of such person, may grant a Cer- 
tificate of Administration of the personal state 
of the deceased, so far as concerns the said Secu- 
rities, according to Act XX. 184], to such per- 
gon as shall be from time to time appointed by 
the Governor of Bengal, und Governors of 
Madras and Bombay in Council respectively, to 
act as trustee under this Act; and shall specify tn 
such Certificate the several persons appearing to 
him to be such proprictora; and the said Trustee 
by virtue of such Certificate shall be entitled to 
receive and give discharges for the interest aceru- 
ing due on such Securities, and shall account for 
and pay the sum to the several persons specified 
in the Certificate to be thereunto entitled, and 
shall be empowered to act in all other respects 
concerning the said Securities as Agent for such 
persons; and shall be entitled to the same rate 
of Commission upon ‘all such transactions as is 
allowed to the Government Agent for the time 
being on the like transactions, as Agent of the 
public creditors of Government, by any regula- 
tions from time to time made by the Governor 
General of India in Council.
